On the other band tbe 
while breeds prvient certain disad¬ 
vantage*. such as tba Act that they 
are mure conspicuous and afford In¬ 
viting prey to bawka, and ara hard 
to keep clean and presentable. 

One Bread Bast. 

A crying evil In rural poultry hus¬ 
bandry la tba attempt to malutaln 
more than one breed on tba farm. 
Tba countryman ahould definitely de¬ 
cide on tba breed beat adapted to bla 
condition* and then should work only 
wllb this variety. Tba common con- 
damnatory practise of the farmer la 
to maintain one breed for a time and 
about whan this bread la proving suc¬ 
cessful. an alluring advertisement or 
c snappy bit of naw* matter charac¬ 
terising some other bread as a "world 
baatar" cause* him to change tba ra- 
rtety wblob be la raising.

Any¬ 
thing but admit tlml God can work 
wondersl Getting into the dark ol 
that kind of denial, such men are 
ready for a plunge into deeper 
darkness, even that of questioning 
God’s existence. 

Infidelity has plied its scissors 
upon all the miracle* of the Bible. 
We need uot bo surprised, there 
fore, that it has cut the wings of 
Elijah's ravens. When men can 
go so fur as to dry up'the Red Bes 
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know that in "ail our aflliotion He 
ia afflicted." Ia that friendship 
are neither the imitations nor limi¬ 
tations of so many friendships. 
Indeed, every human friendship, 
even the alncereel, has its limita¬ 
tions. Peter’s friends couiJ prey 
for him as he lay in prison, hut they 
could not deliver him. But the di¬ 
vine Friend flung back the bo'Cs and 
opened the gates to him. The man 
who has driven away all other 
frierds may securo the greatest 
Friend.

concerning another phase of the gTeat 
canal enterprise, plana by which. It la 
oxpected. this country Will b* able 1° i 
reap the full commercial results of i 
tho opening of the link between the i 
oceans and come Into poaseaslnn of i 
that great trade empire In the south- i 
orn hemisphere which up till now has 
belonged largely to our foreign trade 
rivals. 

These plana, which have to do with 
tho docking and transfer facilities at 
the two ends of (he canal, are In some 
respects as Important as those of the 
actual canal prism. Without them, 

In the opinion of shipping experts 
whom President Taft has consulted, 
tbo canal might stand as s tremend 
ous monument to the altruism of a 
nation and not much elae to far as ro- 
gnrda any advantage this country 
might secure over Its European rivals 
In the trade of Bouth Amorica. One 
of the alma which tbu administration 
now has In the development of this 
phsse of the enterprise Is to preclude 
tho possibility of the cane I serving 
only to tighten the grip which Europe 
now has upon markets which should 
bo ours. As It was expressed the other 
day by a shipping man, the qu st'on 
now la: "Shall the canal pay the divi¬ 
dend* It ought to pay?" 

With Germany and Oreat Britain 
•quipped as they are with ocean c*. 
Here and their trade tentacles already 
fastened upon South America, the pos¬ 
sibility that the canal might see a 
steady procession of ships flying a for¬ 
eign flag has not been lost sight of 
by those who planned tho canal nor by 
some of the American shipping Inter¬ 
ests naturally concerned In tbu mat- 
tor. 

Olgantle Dock* Planned. 

Because of the Importance of the 
w- rk which has to do with the actual 
digging of the canal Itself not much 
public attention has been Invited to 
tho plans which have been forming 
for the utilisation of the ranal aa a 
trndo factor. About the first public 
Intimation of the extent of these plana 
came at tho conference of the Pan- 
American Trade Union In Washington 
when Bernard N. linker of Baltimore, 
who has been Intimately connected 
with this phase of the canal work 
from Its Inception, outllnod to the 
conference the government plana for 
what It la believed will be the most 
complete) system of dorks and her 
hors In the world. 

The system of docks described by 
Mr. Baker and upon which work al¬ 
ready has started will embrace bo’h 
the Atlantic and the Pnclflc end of 
the cannl. Their Initial cost will tw¬ 
in the neighborhood of 314,000,000. 
In order that this country may not 
be outstripped at the very start of the 
race for trndo which will follow the 
opening of the waterway the plan Is 
to havo this work at least half com¬ 
pleted by tho time the canal Is otietted 
and in such a state aa to be avallnblo 
for commercial purposes 
Tho docks proposed fot Panama 
might bo compared to a junction on n 
great trunk lh\o, a distributing point 
for local fretg.it. Tho advantage of 
having such a avatem of docks In con¬ 
nection with the canal was really not 
foreaeon at tho time tbo enterprise 
waa bogun. Bo.'ond protecting tho 
entrances by brea.twaters nothing was 
considered except to construct the 
canal Itself and leave It open to the 
nations of the world to get what ad¬ 
vantage they could out of It-a fair 
Held and no favors, as It were. 

Expert Opinion Sought. 

With work actually started or the 
canal, however, the question of its 
proper utilisation began to loom up 
pretty large. The first man to con¬ 
sider this aspect seriously was Mr. 
Roosevelt's secretary of war. {.tike B

a lino quality of sepd corn for tbe gen¬ 
eral crop the following season. • 

To begin with, you should secure a 
few good ears of the very best va¬ 
riety for your conditions. If you have 
not already got It, It may be advisable 
to conduct a small variety test of 
thouo varieties which nppenr to suit 
your conditions. In this preliminary 
work the ^varieties should be planted 
stdo by sldo under the same conditions 
and a careful study of each madu. 

Having selected tho variety with 
which you wish to begin, glvo up all 
others snd k< np tho variety pure by 
careful selection and keeping the 
breeding plant Isolated so that pollen 
from other fields cannot reach IL 
You can always find a spot upon tho 
farm where a small plant can bo Iso¬ 
lated. There are Just hr good rea¬ 
sons for keeping a variety of earn 
puro as there nro for keeping a breed 
of llvo slock pure 

For the breeding pint we Bhould 
always select a good, clean rleco of 
ground, where the corn can bo given 
the very best attention. Don't be 
afraid of spending too much llmo on 
this small plat. If you uso tho pro 
duct as seed for the next year’s Hold 
crop, you will be many times repaid 
for the extra trouble. .
